ground an hundzedof the Sold ms and infoꝛced 
the reſt, like flockes of ſherpe, ts flie to the Soldan foꝛ ayde 
and ſuccour, which as then remained in the Pallace with 
the gard of thzee thouland ſouldiers: ho at the repoꝛt of 
this vnexpected vpꝛoꝛe, furniſhed his ſouldiers with habille⸗ 
ments of warre, and came marching from his Pallace with 
ſuch a mightie power, as though the ſtrength of Chꝛiſten⸗ 


dome had berne come to inuade the territozies of Aſia. But 


ſuch was the inuincible courage al Saint George, that her 
encountred with them all, and made ſuch a Maſſacre in the 
Soldans Court, that the Payements were ouerſpꝛead with 
flaughtered Perſians, and the Pallace gate ſtuffed with 
heapes of murdered Pagans. At the laff, the larum Belles 
were cauſed to be rung, and the Beacons ſet on fire, where- 
at the Commons ol the Countrie roſe in Armes, and came 
flockinx about the Engliſh Champion like warmes of 
Bes: where at laſt though his long encounter , and the 
multitude of his enemtes, his neuer daunted courage was 
faxced toyeeld , and his reſtleſſe arme wearied with fight, 
tonſtrayned to let his weapons fall to the ground.

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How Saint Andrew the Champion of Scotland trauai- 
led into a vale of walking ſpirits, 24 how hee was ſet at li- 
bertie, by a going fire, after his aourney into Thracia, 
where hee recouered the ſixe Ladies to their natural! ſhapes, 
that had liued ſeuen yeeres in the likenefle of milke-white 
Swannes, with other. accidents that befell the moſt Noble 
Uampion, 


ON of the honourable aduentures of 
Saint Andrew the famous Champion of 
Scotland muſt 'J diſcourſe, whole ſe- 
uen peeres trauailes were as Rrange as 
any ofthe other Champions: Foz al⸗ 
ter hee had departed from the b2azen. 

Piller, as pou heard in the beginning of 
the Hilfo2is, hee trauailed thzough many a ſtrange and vn⸗ 
knowne Nation, beyond the circuit of the Sunne,where 


hut one time in p pere ſhe ſhewes her bꝛightlome beames, 


but continually darkenes ouerſpꝛeads the country, and there 
is a kind of people that haue heads like dogs, and in ertre⸗ 
mitie of hunger do deuoure one another: from which pea⸗ 
ple this Noble Champion was wonderfull ſtrangely de⸗ 
linered : fo2 after he had wand wand2ed ſome certaine dayes,nep- 
ther ſeeing the gladſome b2ichtnes of the Sunne, noꝛt 
camioꝛtable countenance of the Moone, but onely guided by 
duſky palenes of the elements, he hapned to a vale of wals 
king ſpirits : which he ſuppoſed to be the very dungeon ol 
burning Acheron fo: there he heard blowing of vnſeene 
fires, boyling of furnaces; ratling of armour, trampling 
of hoꝛſes, gingling of chaines, 


lumbaing of tubs, roꝛing ß 
ſpirits, and luch ikke horrible hearings, e 
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| Champion almoſt at his wits ende: But pet ha- 
vndaunted tour all eare,ho humbly 
ſupplitation to heauen , that God would delluer 
that diſcontented place of terrour : and ſo p2eſent- 
Champion kneeled vpon the barren ground(wher- 
neither her be, flower, graffe, noꝛ any other grene 
beheld a certaine flame of fire wallung vp and 
— whereat he grew into ſuch an ertaſte of 
feare, that he twdfo2 a time amazed whether it were beſt to 
goe fozward, o2 to ſtand ſtill: But pot recalling his ſences, 
hee remombꝛed himſelfe, how hee had read in paſſed times 
of a going fire called Ignis fatuus, the fire of deſtinie oꝛſome 
Mill with the wiſpe, 02 Will with the lanthoꝛne, and like- 
' wiſe by fome ſimple country people, The faire maidof Jre- 
land, which commonly vſed fo leade wandzing traueilers 
out ot their wayes : The like imagination entered ß Cham⸗ 
pions mind. So encouraging himlelfe with his owne con⸗ 
ceites, and chearing vp his dull ſences late oppꝛeſſed 
ertreame feare, hee directly followed the goinx fire, which 
tultiy went befoze him, that by the time the — 
nicht hadclimed twelue degrees inthe Zodiacke, he was 
ſefely deliuered from the vale of walking ſpirits, by the di- 
recion of the going fire. 

Now began the Sunne fo daunce about the firmament, 
which hee had not ſeene in many months befoꝛe : whereat 
his dull ſences ſo much reioyced, being ſo long couered bes- 
foze with , thateuery ſtep he troad was as plea⸗ 
ſurable, thougd he had walked in a garden bedeckt with 
all kind offragrant flowers. 

At laſt without any further moleſtation, he ariued with⸗ 
inthe territoꝛies of Thracia, à tountrie as you heard in the 
foꝛmer ter, ado ned with the beautfe of many faire

But when the valiant Champion Saint Andrew behelde the 
loſtie ſituation of the Caſtle, and the inuincible Frength it 
ſemed to bx of, he expected ſome ſtrange aduenture to befall 
him in the ſaid Laftell : Do pꝛeparing his ( woꝛzd in readi⸗ 
nas, and bucklinx cloſe his — tbc was a ſhirt of ſil⸗ 
uer maile, lo lightneſſe in trauell, hee climedthe Poun⸗ 
taine, whereupon he eſpied the Gpant lying vpon acraggte 
Nocke, wich limmes and members all to be rent and tozne, 
by the fury of hunger ſtarued fowles : which loathſonie 
ſpectakle was no little woonder to the wozthie Champion, 
conſtdering the mightie ſtature and bigneffe of the Gyant: 
So leaning his putrified body to the windes, hee appꝛoched 
the gates : where alter hee had read the ſuperſcription auer 
the ſame \, without any interruption entred the Caſtell, 
where hee erpecteda fierce encounter by ſome Knight that 
ſhould hane defended the lame: but all thinges fell out con⸗ 
trary ta his imagination, fo2 after hee had fcund many a 
ſtrange nouelty + hidden ſecrete cloſed in the ſame, he chan- 
ced at laſt to come where the Thꝛacians duely obſerued 
their ceremonious mournings, which in this oꝛder was 

5 dayly perfoꝛmed: ſoꝝ vpon Sundayes, which in that coun 
trey is the firſt day in the werke, all the Thꝛacians attired 
themſelnes alter the maner ol Bacchus Pꝛieſts, and burned 
perſumed incenſe, and ſwert Arabian frankincenſe, vpon a 
religious ſhzine, which they offered to the Sunne, as cheife 
gouernour of that day, thinking thereby to appeaſe the an⸗ 
grie deſtinies, and ſa recouer the vnhappte Ladies to their 
fozmer ſhapes : vpon undapes clad in garments atter the 
mmer of Siluanes , and colour like to the. wanes of the 
Dea, they offered vp their wokull teares to the Moone being 
.' theguider and miſtreſſe of that day: vpon Tueſdapee, like * 
80 sfrapling their Banners on the duff, and Dzums 
"IM ſadand dolefull melladie, in figue of diſcontent, 
theycommitfed their pꝛoctedings tothe pleaſure of Mars, be⸗ 
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— guider of F dap: vpon Tedneſdap, like ſcholers, 


; bpon Thurſday, like Potentates, to loue: 
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vpon Fridaycs like loucrs with (werte ſounding muſicke to 
Venus: and vpon Satterdatcs like manuail pꝛeleſſoʒs to the 
angry and diſcontented Saturne. 
" "Thustbe wolull T hracanKing, with his ſozrowſull ſub⸗ 
lects, conſumed ſeuen moneths away, one while accuſing 
| foztune of deſpite, another while the heauens cf intuſtice: 
the one fo2 childzens tranſfozmations ; the other foz their 
long limitedpuniſhments. But at laſt, when the Scottiſh 
de n heard, what bitter mone the Thractans made a- 


bout theriuer, be demanded the cauſe, and to what purpoſe 
they d ſuch vaine ceremonies, tcentemning the Pa⸗ 
teſtie of high Ichoua, and onely wozſhipping but cut warde 
and vaine Gods: to whom the Ring after afewe ſad trarts 
ſrapnedfrom the Conduits of his aged exes, re plicd in this 
maner:

Foꝛ after the warres at Rhodes were fulip ended, 
Saint Pattricke ( accounting idle eaſe thenurſe of cowars 
diſe) bade Rhodes faxe · well, being then ſtrengiy fo2tified 
with Chiiſftian Souldiers, and fooke his iourney thzough 
many an vnkno lone Countrey, where at laſt, it pleaſed ſo 
the Quene of chance, to dirca his ſteppes into a ſolitarus 
wilderneſle, inhabitedonely by wilde Satyzs, and a pcople 
of inhumane qualities, guung their wicked mindes oncly 
to murtyer, luſt, and rape: wherein the noble champion 
travelled vp anddowne many a weary ſteppe, not know- 
ing how to ſuſteins his hunger, but by his owne induſtrit 
in killing ol wilde veniſon, and pzeſſing out the bloud be⸗ 
twene two mighty ſtones, dayly rofted itby the heat ofths 
ſunne: his lodging was in the hollow trunck ef ablaſted trie, 
which nightly pzeſerued himfrom the dꝛopping ſhowzes of 
heauen, his cheife companion was theſwete reſounding 
eccho, which commonly reanſwered the Champions woꝛds 

An this maner liued Saint Pattricke the IrihBnight, 
in the woods, not knowinx howto ſet humſelle at libertie, 
but wandꝛing vp and downe as it were in a maze 
by the curious wozkemanſhip of ſome excellent Gardiner, 
it was his chance at lat, to come into a diſmall ſhady thic⸗ 
ket beſet about with baylefuil miſſelto, a plate ofhozroz, 
wherein he heard the cries of ſome diſtreſſed Ladyes, whoſe

| andotherſ-me fo:ſoacke parents, kindzed, wife, Childzen, 
| friendsandac e, and without conſtr aint of pꝛeſ⸗ 


; fing, offred themſctues to follow ſo noble a Gr nerell, as the 


Mayen pane + aud to ſpend their _ 
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in the iult quarrell of their natiue Countrie. To bee bytefe, 
one might beholde the ſtreetes ol euery Towne and Cittie 
thzouxhout all the Dominions of Europe, beautified with 
troupes of ſouldiers, which thirſted after nothing but Fame 
azid Honour. Then the ioyfull ſound ofthundzaing Dꝛums, 
and the ecchoes of ſiluer Trumpets ſummoned them to

ſalem: ſome Ptolomie, the Egyptian King : and ſome 
the Souldan of Perſia, euery one pꝛoteſting, epther to 
perſeuere in their owne wiis, oz to lole their liues in the 
ſame quarreil. 

Thus in this maner partes were taken on all ſides, not 
onely by the meaner ſoꝛt, but by leaders and commaunders 
of bands; whereby the Kings and Potentates were fozced 
to commit their wils to their ſouldiers pleaſure. This ciuill 
bꝛople ſa diſcouraged the whole armte, that many withdzew 
their koꝛces, andpzeſently marched homewards , as the 
King ol Pozoco with his tawnie Pozes andcole-blacks 
Negars : likewiſethe Souldan of Perſia : Ptolonue the 
Egyptian Ring, the Bings of Arabia Jeruſalem, euerie 
one departed into their owne countries, curfing the time 
they firſt ſo vaine an enterpzize, The reit, not 
mia ding ta pocket vp abuſe, fell from bzawling boaſts, to 
down right blows, whereby grew ſuch a ſharp 4 blody war, 
that it coſt moꝛe ſouldiers liues, then the ciuill mutinie at the 
deſtructiõ of Jeruſalem. Which battel by the irefull Pagans 
continued without ceaſing, fo2 the ſpace ofth2& moneths : 
in which encounters, the murthcredinfidels, like ſcattered 
coꝛne, duerlpzead the fields of Hungarie: the fruitfull vals 
leyslay dzownedin purple goꝛe : the fields of coꝛne con- 
ſumed withflames of re: their Townes and Citties rui⸗ 
nated with waſting war; wherein the fathers were ſad wit- 
neſſes of thetr childzen3 flaughters , and the ſonnes behelde 
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might they ſee how Rings and Queenes were arme in arm 


tonſumed to aſhes: there might they behold and ſee howe 
melted gold in choked ſinks lay enery where: there might 
they ſee the bloudteſt Tragedies that euer eye behelde, and 
wofulſt ne wes that euer Chꝛiſi ians eare heard told. In 
long and bloudy warre, one ſucking childe was not 
aliue, to repozt the fozte to enſuing ages, no not a ſoul⸗ 
dier to carry Armes thꝛoughout the Kingdome of Punga⸗ 


ria, ſo iuſtiy was the vengeance of God thꝛowne vpon the 
heads ot theſe miſbelecuingmiſcreants, that durſt attempt

to a pꝛincely Pallace, where he tee the true allegeiceof the 
——— — his Crou ne: 
alter this her eſtabliſhed Chꝛiſtian lawes, to the benefit of 
the whole Countrey: then he commaunderall the ceremo · 
nicus rites of Mahomet to be trodden vnder fte, andthe 
true Goſpell of Chꝛiſt to bee pꝛeached: like wiſe he cauſed all 
that did remaine in Barbarie to be chziſtenedin the new 
faith: But thele obſeruations continued but a time, as 
hereafter ſhall bee diſtourſed at large: For fame not inten- 
ded to let the wozthie Champions long toremaine in the 
idle Bowers of peace: but ſummoned them td perſenere in 
their noble atcheinements, and to mufter vp anew their 
Souldiers, whoſe Armour,canckeredeaſehadaimoſt ſtained 
with ruſt: theretoꝛe S. George committed the gouernment 
or his Countrie, to foureof the pꝛincipall Peresof Pozo- 
to, andmarched towards the Countrie of Egypt, where li- 
ned trecherous Ptolomie, the Father ot his beloued Ladie 
Sabra, whome he hadleft in the king dome ol England: Jn 
which iour nie and happie ariuall in Egypt, we will leaue 
the ſenen Champions foꝛ a time, and ſpeake ofthe faith⸗ 
leffe infivels in Barbarie, alter the departure of the Chaiſti- 
ans, whoſe fozmer honours they fletghtly regarded: Fozno 
ſoncr had .

ſently ſet on ſtre, and moſt tnhumanely burnedthe Chzuti⸗ 
an Souldiers, and after conuerted the place into a fiittzie lea - 
ſtall: many women and ſuccourleſſe childzen they dꝛegged 
vp and downe the ſtreetes, till their bzaines were daſht a⸗ 
gainſt the ſtones, and the blond had couered the earth with a- 
purple hue: / Pany other cruelties were committed by the 
wicked Jafidels, againſt the diſtr elled Chziſtia ns, which 3 
purpoſe ta paſſe ouer, and whely dilcourſe of the wofull and 
bloudie murther of an Engliſh Parchant and his wife, in 
the ſame Cittte of Tripoly : the repoꝛt whereofmay loꝛte 5 
mercileſſe Tygers to relent, and thole eyes to ſhead a ſpꝛing 
of teares that neuer wept heloꝛe. The bloudy minded Ne- 
ö and pꝛomiſe befoze plighted to S. 
corge , by violente ſet vpon the archants houſe, where 
—— of his leruants, and befoze his 
face caſt their dead bodies to hunger -Tarued Dogges: then 
comming to the Parchant, they bound him faſt with hem⸗ 

co:ds, to the ſtrongeſt poſt in his houſe, and after twke 
bis chizen, being leuen of the goodlieſt boyes , that euer 
nature framed,” and likewiſe tied round about him. Then 
one ol the Pꝛes being crueller then the reſt, pꝛoffered to 
dello we the Marchants wife befoze his kace: but ſhee in 
chaſtity like Cama, chuſing rather an honoꝛable death then 
an infamous life, ſpit in the Negars face, and moſt bitterly 
reuiled hin, yeldingneither-tohisfo:ce, noꝛ his bloudie 
thꝛeats: but ſnatching a knife fr his girdle, vowed toſheath 
it in her boſome, befozeſhee wouldloſe that pꝛetious gemme 
of honour, that once being gone, cannot be recouered fo2 all 
the woꝛlds treaſure, 

This reſolution of the Engliſh Marchants wife, cauſed 
the ſterne Negar ta exceede in crueltie: but the pꝛincipall of 
that wicked company, being a bloudy and mercileſſe tyꝛant, 
ſtabbed oneof the ſilly childꝛen befoze the mothers face.

This kindne ſſe of S. George ahnoſt rauiſhed Ptolo- 
mic With top, and the whole land: both eres and Com⸗ 
mons moꝛe reiopced af the fricndſhip of the Christians, 
then it they had bene made Loꝛds of the Meſterne wozld. 
The! newes of this happie vnitje , was bzuted in all the 
: wherebp che commons that befoze fled foꝛ 
Nrctnts wods and wildernefſes,dens and Cones; hils and 
niduntaines, returned iop fully to their owne dwelungs and 

cauſed boncfers to bee made in euery Cittie, towne and dil⸗ 
| e: the Bels of Egypt rung dav and night, fo2 the ſpace of 
monthes : in euery place was ſæne banqueting, 'daan- 
ting and maſking, ſozrow was baniſhed, warresfozgdften, 
and peace pꝛoclaimed.

Theſepleaſures ſo rauiſhedt he Chz:ifffan Champions, 
that they fozgot the ſound of warlike Dꝛummes that were 
wont tocallthemfo2th to bloudy battels. But theſe delights 
continued but a ſhoꝛt time, foꝛ there ariued a Knight kram 
England, that brought ſich vnerpected newes to . George, 
which chaunged his ioyes into ertreame ſoꝛrow - foz after 
this maner began the meſſenger to tell his wolulltale. 
Faäaire Englands Champion ( ſaid he) in ſtead ol Armes 
get Swallowes wings and flie to England, if euer thou wilt

Thus when the Fayzte Qucene had ended her Pꝛaphe⸗ 
ſie vpon the childzen , and had left their golden Foztunes ly- 
ing in their Cradles, ſhe vaniſhed away, leauing the La- 
die reioycing at her ſafe deliuerie, and wondꝛed at the gifts 
of Proſerpine: which ſhe contectured to be but ſhadawes to 
dazle her eyes, andthings ol a vading ſubſtance: but when 
n vppon the rich conering of Dam⸗ 
malke Taſtetie, which couered her Pollle bed, and felt that 
tt was the ſelfe ſame lame that it ſiemed, ſhie calt her eyes 
with a chearefull lone vp to the Maieſtie of heauen, and 
not onely gaue thankes to immoꝛtall Ioue foz her rich re- 
teiued benefites, but fozhis mercifull kindneſſe in making 
her the happie mother of thzce ſuch godly childzen. But we 
will now returne againe to the noble Champion . George, 
whom wer left pꝛaying vppon the Mountaine top: and as 
yon heardebefo:e, the ſkies were ouerſpzead with Sable 
clouds, as though they had beene mourning witneſſes of his 
Ladies tozments: but -befoze the golden Sunne had din de 
into watrie Thetis lap, the Element began to cleare, and to 
withdꝛaw her fozmer mourning Pantles, by which hee 
ſuppoſed that heauen had pittied his Ladies paines, andgran- 
ted her aſafe delinerie ; therefoze in all haſte her retyꝛed

fo2 at that time it was ſofullofripe Dzinges, and ſo ouer lo⸗ 
den, that p bꝛanches ſtemed to bend, t the boughes to bꝛeake: 
of which kruite he taſt ſuch abundance downe to the beaſtes, 
whereby they reſtrained their furies, and fed ſo faſf thereon, 
that in ſhoꝛt time they grew dꝛunke, + quiteonercome with 
a dead and heauy ſlæpe. This god and happy foꝛtune cauſed 
S. George nimbly to leape frõ the tree, and with his kerne 
edged ſwoꝛd deliuered their heads from their bodies, the 
which being done, he went to his childzen, lying comfoꝛtles 
vpon a molly hanke; whoſo pleaſantly ſmiled in his face, 
that they made him greatly to reioyte, i to recetue as great 
2 as though hee had bene honoured 
with the cottqueſtzof Czſar, o2 theroyaltieof Alexander: 
therefo:e, afterhe had giuen them his bleſſivg, he tooke the. | 
vp in his armes, and ſpake theſe wozds following:

The kind imbzaces, louing ſpeaches, and iopfull con- 
kerence that paſt betwirt the Champion and his Lady, were 
nobu ta long to be viſcourſed : but to be ſhoꝛt, they remayned 
inthe wildernes without further diſturbante, either of wilde 
beaſtes o2 other accident, till Sabra had retouered her child⸗ 
bed ſicknes: and then beeing conducted by a happy ſtarre,

Theſes 
cand, whole foztune was to be a CoortlyP2ince, he ſent to 
the rich and plentifullcountry of England, being the pꝛide of 
Thaiftendome foz all delightfull pleaſures , The third and 
laſt; whoſe foztune was topzoue a Scholler, hes ſent into 
Germanie, to the Univerſity of Wittenberg, being thought 
at that time to be the excellenteſt place of learning, that re- 
mained th2oughout the whole woꝛld. 

Thus were S. Georges childꝛen pꝛouided foz by the Bo-

Venus, in comelineſſe comparable with Thetis dauncing
